The faets, as set forth in the 
complaint, briefly are tliat Edwards 
represented the assets of Ids firm to lie 
$60,000 and 
the 
liabilities $22,(toil, 
whereas the condition was just the 
reverse, alleging, of course, that lie 
(Edwards) waVnwnre of it, and that 
on the strength of this representation 
goods were delivered t<> him and credit 
extended. Tlds took place on tlielSih 
of ¡September, 1875. 
It was shown in 
evidence that in a few weeks after the 
aggrieved creditor attached Edwards 
& HofT, long before the account was 
due; I hat about that time the Los An­ 
geles Him went into hankrup'cy on 
their own petition, wherein tln-y set 
out their liabhii ics to lie $50,000 and 
their assets $22,000. 
It would also 
seem that Edwards had made similar 
representations to other merchants, 
l>ut that in seven years' dca ings lie 
had always been square up with his 
payments. 
The attorneys for the 
prosecution stated that they wanted 
Mr. Hoff', the partner, laid y, b m could 
not find him. although lie was kuowii 
to be ill (lie city attending to the 
bankruptcy proceedings. The defense 
intimated Hint it would show in de­ 
fense that the sworn statement in 
bankruptcy was made while the books 
wen- in the hand- of the Sheriff’ and 
for the purpose of preventing Atkin­ 
son & Co. Iroin al)-orbing t lie e -tile , 
to the detriment of other creditors. 
The hearing was postponed until next 
Wednesday.

A New York pictorial publishes an 
Illustration of "Cornin' Thro’ the itye” 
an t blun lers into wlmt we presume 
is through p ipular misc inception of 
the ditty, givini; a laddie and lassie 
meeting and kissing in u field of grain. 
The liues— 
If a laddie meet a lassie 
Coinin’ thro’ ihe rye, 
and especially the other couplet: 


a’ the luds they «mile on m i 
W hen cornin’ thro’ the rye. 
seem to imply that traversing the rye 
was an habitual or common thing, 
but what in the name of the Royal 
Agricultural Society could he the ob­ 
ject iu trampling down a crop of grain? 
The song perhaps suggests a harvest 
scene where botti sexes as is the cus­ 
tom iu Great Britain; are at work 
reaping, and where they could come 
and go through the field iudee 1, but 
not through the rye itself, so as to 
meet und kiss iu it. The truth is, the 
rye in this case is no more grain than 
Kye Beach is, it being the name of a 
small, shallow .stream near Ayr, in 
Scotland, 
which, 
having 
neither 
bridge or ferry; was forded by the peo­ 
ple going to and from ihe market, 
custom allowing a lad to steal a kiss 
from any lass of his acquaintance 
whom he met in mid stream. Our co­ 
temporary will see th at this is the 
true explanation if lie will refer to 
B urn’s original ballad, in which the 
first verse refers to the lass wetting 
her clothes in the stream. 
Jennie Is a ’wat pulr body; 
Jen n y ’s seldom dry; 
She drag’lt a’ h r pe:lcoatie, 
Coinin’ thro’ the rye. 


Asiatic Proverbs. 


The well-known warning not to look 
a g ft horse in the mouth has its equiv­ 
alent in Badage, one of the Indian 
tongues, "if any one offers you a Buf­ 
falo, do not ask if she gives milk,’’ 
and the 
Maluyali rendering of “a 
burnt child dreads the fire” is identi­ 
cal with the corresponding French 
proverb, "a scalded cat fears cold wa­ 
ter.” while the Hindoo version is very 
picturesque and characteiistic—"H e 
whose father was killed by a bear is 
Afraid of a biack stumii.” 
The Euro­ 
pean proverbs that "N o mail is a he­ 
ro to UÍ8 valet de chambre,” and that 
‘‘Fam iliarity breeds contempt,” are 
tersely and picturesquely combined in 
the Tam il adage, "T he temple cat 
does nor fear the idol.” The Malays 
tepreve a boaster who glories over 
the unfortunate with the pithy re­ 
mark, "any one can leap a fallen tree; 
and their proverb, "R u n n in g up and 
down the boat does not bring one 
joouer to the land,” is a keen rebuke 


to those who chafe and fret under cir­ 
cumstances of forced inaction; while 
the sacred warning not to cast pearls 
before swine, is antly paraphrased by 
tile question: "W oat is the ¡use of 
reading the Vedas to a wild búllalo?” 


Supposed Charms Against Evil. 


Amongst other clinrms against evil 
muy lie named that of our ancestors, 
who, when eating eggs, were careful 
to break the shells, lest the witches 
should use them to their disadvant­ 
age. 
W e d o th e sa m e for a sim ilar 
reason; it is accounted unlucky to 
leave them whole. 
They avoided 
cutting their nails on Friday, because 
bad luck would follow; hut we have 
improved upon their practice, and lay 
down the wnole theory as follow.-:
